The  Youngest  Commander 

CONGRATULATIONS  on  the 
article  in  the  April  issue,  "PNC 
Receives  Home  State  Recogni- 
tion" which 
covered  the 
honor  afforded 
to  PNC  Henry 
L.  Stevens. 
Since  joining 
The  Legion 
several  years 
ago,  I  have 
been  disap- 
pointed in  the 
lack  of  articles 
which  give 
insight  into  the 
contributions 
from  past  Legionnaires  such  as 
PNC  Stevens. 

I  disagree,  however,  with  your 
statement  that  Stevens,  at  age  35, 
became  the  youngest  National 
Commander.  That  honor  may 
belong  to  PNC  Hanford  "Jack" 
MacNider  who  was  born  Oct.  2, 
1889.  MacNider  was  elected  in 
1921,  a  month  after  his  32nd 
birthday.  After  serving  as  Past 
National  Commander,  MacNider 
served  as  assistant  Secretary  of 
War  and  Ambassador  to  Canada. 
He  retired  from  the  military  in 
1952,  as  a  major  general,  and  was 
later  promoted  to  lieutenant  gener- 
al by  an  act  of  Congress  -  a  fitting 
tribute  to  one  of  our  most  out- 
standing soldiers  of  the  20th  cen- 
tury (28  decorations,  18  service 
awards,  Distinguished  Cross  with 
two  clusters). 

Stalwart  members  like  Stevens 
and  MacNider  made  major  contribu- 
tions to  The  American  Legion  and 
to  our  nation.  I  encourage  you  to 
continue  to  honor  such  patriots  in 
the  magazine.

Editor's  Note:  When  Stevens  was 
elected  in  1931 ,  we  sheepishly 
confess,  he  became  the  fourth- 
youngest  National  Commander. 
Ahead  of  him  were  John  Robertson

days  old),  Alvin  Owsley,  elected 
1922  (34  years,  131  days  old)  and 
Hanford  MacNider  (32  years  old). 
That  establishes  Erie  Cocke  Jr.,  who 
was  elected  in  1950  (29  years  old), 
as  the  youngest-ever  National  Com- 
mander. The  American  Legion  Mag- 
azine regrets  the  error.

Am  I  Eligible? 


I  HAVE  BEEN  a  member  of  The 
American  Legion  a  couple  of  years 
now,  ever  since  I  received  an  invita- 
tion to  join  while  still  on  active  duty. 

When  I  first  investigated  local 
Post  membership,  I  was  told  the 
requirements  for  National  level 
membership  did  not  automatically 
entitle  me  to  local  Post  membership. 
I  would  have  to  apply  and  have  my 
record  reviewed  before  being  granted 
local  membership.  My  first  question 
is,  why  is  this  so? 

My  confusion  as  to  my  status 
stems  from  the  fact  that  Congress  has 
not  yet  designated  an  end  date  for  the 
Persian  Gulf  War  eligibility  period.  I 
currently  qualify  under  that  period, 
due  to  its  open  end  date,  although  I 
was  not  on  active  duty  during  the 
actual  conflict  in  1990-1991.  Why  is 
Congress  (and  The  American 
Legion)  following  different  guide- 
lines than  the  DoD,  and  how  does 
that  affect  membership  eligibility? 
Suppose  Congress  establishes  a  date 
that  is  prior  to  my  service  entry  date; 
will  that  nullify  my  current  member- 
ship status? 

Finally,  why  limit  membership  to 
only  those  who  served  during  a  con- 
flict? Considering  the  changing  role 
of  our  military  from  a  war-fighting 
force  to  predominantly  a  peace-keep- 
ing force,  there  may  be  fewer  eligi- 
bility periods  in  the  future.  Of 
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course,  some  may  argue  thai  with  no 
wars,  there  is  no  need  for  a  veterans' 
organization  like  us,  but  I  like  to 
think  The  American  Legion  repre- 
sents more  than  just  the  war  heroes. 

Let  us  never  forget  that  the  men 
and  women  in  uniform  today  are  pro- 
tecting what  we  hold  dear  and  what 
we  defended  at  one  time  ourselves. 
Personally,  I  think  that's  worth  a 
membership  card.

Editor's  note:  Mr.  Pedigo' s  letter 
indicates  those  who  talked  to  him 
might  be  misinformed.  By  an  Act  of 
Congress  signed  by  President  Wilson 
on  Sept.  16,  1919,  The  American 
Legion  became  a  federally  chartered 
organization  of  wartime  veterans. 
The  requirements  for  eligibility  are 
thus  set  by  Congress  and  the  presi- 
dent, and  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
Department  of  Defense.  Ironically, 
the  Desert  Storm  period  is  still  open 
because  DoD  has  requested  that  the 
government  not  declare  an  end  to 
hostilities  due  to  continued  problems 
with  Iraqi  dictator  Saddam  Hussein. 

In  addition,  there  is  misinforma- 
tion as  to  the  eligibility  criteria.  The 
location  an  individual  served  is  not  a 
condition  for  eligibility.  The  Post 
judges  the  eligibility  of  its  own  mem- 
bers, subject  to  Article  IV,  Section  1 
of  the  National  By-Laws.  This  pre- 
serves the  fraternal  aspect  of  The 
American  Legion.  Review  of  the  ser- 
vice record  establishes  the  facts  of 
eligibility,  which  is  a  condition  sin- 
gularly within  the  individual' s  con- 
trol. It  is  thus  the  individual  mem- 
ber' s  obligation  to  demonstrate 
eligibility  whenever  challenged. 

There  is  no  such  thing  in 
The  American  Legion  as  "National- 
level  membership"  and  "Post-level 
membership."  The  dates  set  by  Arti- 
cle IV,  Section  1  of  the  National 
Constitution  apply  throughout  The 
American  Legion. 

Moreover,  under  Article  IV, 
Section  2  of  the  National  Constitu- 
tion of  The  American  Legion,  "There 
shall  be  no  form  or  class  of  member- 
ship except  an  active  membership, 
and  dues  shall  be  paid  annually 
or  for  life." 

Due  to  its  status  as  a  federally 
chartered  veterans'  organization,  the 
Congress  must  approve  any  change 


in  American  Legion  eligibility  dates, 
and  it's  impossible  at  present  to  pre- 
dict what  course  Congress  will  take 
in  setting  a  delimiting  date  for  Per- 
sian Gulf  War  service. 

Finally,  The  American  Legion  was 
chartered  as  an  organization  of  hon- 
orably discharged  or  separated 
wartime  veterans,  or  those  who  con- 
tinue to  serve  honorably.  Any  change 
in  eligibility  criteria  away  from 
wartime  service  not  only  breaks  with 
tradition,  but  might  remove  protec- 
tions under  which  The  American 
Legion  operates  as  a  federally  char- 
tered, non-profit  organization.

Making  Sense  nf  the  Senseless 


B ELIEVE  in  America' s  young 
people.  In  the  aftermath  of  the 
horrible  tragedy  at  Columbine 
High  School,  the  reputation  of 
America's  youth  is  being  trashed 
by  talking  heads  and  pop  psychol- 
ogists. But  not  by  me.  The  real 
culprits  behind  these  tragedies  are 
the  adults.  They  are  the  members 
of  my  generation  who  have 
stricken  the  word  "discipline"  from  their 
vocabularies  and  replaced  it  with 
"tolerance."  But  alas,  all  is  not  lost.  There 
are  many  young  people  out  there  like  1 8- 
year-old  Sarah  Roney  of  Baraboo,  Wis., 
who  wrote  the  following  essay,  the  most 
profound  explanation  I  have  seen  so  far: 

THERE  WAS  yet  another  gruesome 
shooting  -  this  time,  April  20  in 
Littleton,  Colo.  Kids  killing  kids.  And 
again,  the  entire  nation  in  its  uproar  is 
trying  to  figure  out  why.  I  am  18  years 
old.  I  live  in  a  small  town  near  Madison, 
Wis.  A  small  town  just  like  the  ones 
where  these  horrifying  shootings  always 
seem  to  take  place.  Every  time  those 
stories  come  on  the  television,  I  can't 
help  noticing  how  easily  it  could  be  my 
small  town  next.  And  I  want  to  know 
why  this  is  happening  just  as  badly  as  any 
parent,  police  chief  or  anchorman.  The 
thing  is,  I  am  right  in  the  middle  of  it.  I 
am  in  the  same  age  group  as  all  of  these 
high  school  kids.  So  I  may  have  some 
insight  for  the  world  that  has  been 
otherwise  unattainable  since  these 
shootings  started  some  years  ago. 

The  night  of  the  Littleton  shooting,  as 
I  was  flipping  through  the  various  news 
channels  covering  the  story  in  Littleton,  I 
heard  something  that  staick  a  chord  in 
me.  An  anchorman  was  interviewing  the 
mother  of  a  victim  in  the  Jonesboro,  Ark., 
shooting.  His  question  was:  "If  you  look 
at  America  in  the  1950s,  you  will  find 
that  this  kind  of  thing  never  happened; 
whereas  if  you  look  at  America  today, 
this  kind  of  thing  is  becoming  more  and 
more  frequent.  Why  do  you  think  this  is 
happening?"  The  woman,  of  course, 
could  not  answer  the  question.  In  fact,  she 
didn't  really  even  try.  But  I  did! 

I  thought  about  it  for  a  long  time  that 
night.  And  again  the  next  morning, 


when  my  favorite  morning  radio  talk 
show  asked  its  listeners  why  they 
thought  this  has  been  happening.  Many 
people  said  it's  the  parents  of  the  kids. 
Many  people  suggested  television  and 
video  games.  Many  people  even  turned 
to  popular  music,  looking  to  put  the 
blame  somewhere.  But  I  will  tell  you 
what  I  think  it  is.  What  I,  a  regular  teen- 
ager riding  on  the  coattails  of  Genera- 
tion X,  blame  it  on.  It  is  not  the  parents 
or  the  movies  or  the  rock  stars.  It  is  this 
culture  of  death,  this  culture  in  which 
liberals,  feminists  and  activists  are  so 
anxious  to  let  anything  be  "OK"  that  the 
once  tightened,  knotted  rope  of  our 
society  is  unraveling  right  beneath  us. 


Changing  Times.  Just  as  that  anchor- 
man suggested,  something  was 
different  about  the  1950s. 

We  were  conservative.  We  had 
boundaries;  we  had  a  definite  knowl- 
edge of  right  and  wrong  throughout  the 
entire  nation.  We  didn't  have  feminists 
pushing  women  so  hard  to  go  get  a  job 
that  a  woman  who  didn't  have  a  job 
was  somehow  "bad,"  thereby  leaving 
kids  at  home  with  inadequate  parental 
guidance  and  oftentimes  with  parents 
who  were  truly  unhappy.

Am  I  -  some  random  normal 
teenager  in  Farmertown,  U.S.A.  -  the 
only  one  who  sees  that?  It's  sad  and  it's 
hard  to  believe,  but  what's  worse  is  that 
it's  scary.

Professor  To  N.D.  Senators:  Only  Amendment  Will  Do 


North  Dakota's  two  senators, 
Byron  Dorgan  and  Kent  Conrad, 
recently  declared  their  opposition 
to  the  flag-protection  amendment 
advocated  by  The  American  Legion 
and  the  Citizens  Flag  Alliance,  Inc. 
Following  the  action  of  the  two 
senators,  American  Legion  National 
Commander  Butch  Miller  told 
Legionnaires  in  North  Dakota  that 
the  two  "continue  to  back  a  futile 
effort  to  pass  a  (flag-protection) 
statute"  instead  of  the  flag  amend- 
ment. "They  take  this  position 
knowing  full  well  that  the  citizens 
of  North  Dakota  favor  a  consti- 
tutional amendment,"  Miller  said. 
"Clearly  they  are  not  representing 
the  people  of  North  Dakota  on 
this  matter." 

The  following  is  a  letter  sent  to 
Dorgan  by  Harvard  law  professor 
Richard  D.  Parker.  An  identical  letter 
was  sent  to  Conrad. 

May  14,  1999 

Dear  Senator  Dorgan, 

I  very  much  appreciated  being  in- 
cluded in  the  meeting,  yesterday  af- 
ternoon, with  you  and  Senator  Con- 
rad. Because  time  was  necessarily 
short,  the  discussion  moved  rapidly. 
In  the  interest  of  clarity,  I  would  like 
to  put  on  paper  my  views  about  the 
three  main  questions  that  were 
addressed. 

(1)  Does  the  proposed  statute, 
entitled  the  "Flag  Protection  Act  of 
1999,"  protect  the  flag?  I  character- 
ized the  coverage  of  the  proposed 
statute  as  "almost  trivial."  I  used 
the  word  "almost"  out  of  deference 
to  you  and  Senator  Conrad  as  co- 
sponsors  of  the  statute. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  discussion, 
you  asked  about  my  use  of  that  word, 
and  you  suggested  that  what  I  meant 
was  that  the  statute  would  not  reach 
some  instances  of  physical  desecra- 
tion of  the  American  Flag.  I  respond- 
ed that  it  would  reach  practically 
none  of  those  instances.  Commander 
Miller  added  that  it  would  reach 
absolutely  none  of  the  instances  doc- 
umented in  the  last  several  years. 


The  point  we  were  making  was  this: 
The  "Flag  Protection  Act  of  1999" 
does  not  protect  the  flag  against 
physical  desecration.  Therefore,  a 
vote  for  it  is  not  a  vote  to  protect  the 
flag.  Indeed,  it  follows  logically  that 
a  vote  for  the  statute  and  against 
the  proposed  constitutional  amend- 
ment is  a  vote  against  protection  of 
the  American  Flag. 

(2)  Is  there  any  real  chance  that  the 
statute  would  be  upheld  under  current 
constitutional  doctrine?  At  the  outset 
of  the  discussion,  Senator  Conrad  re- 
ferred to  the  letter  of  May  5,  jointly 
authored  by  Professor  Lawrence 
Tribe  and  myself,  agreeing  on  the 
constitutional  infirmity  of  the  statute 
under  current  doctrine.  But  Senator 
Conrad  went  on  to  say  that  he  had 
been  moved  by  the  fact  that  other 
scholars  took  a  different  view.  Previ- 
ously, he  had  cited  opinions  offered 
by  lawyers  in  the  Congressional  Re- 
search Service  and  by  Professor  Van 
Alstyne.  In  response,  I  urged  you  to 
look  closely  at  those  opinions.  Pro- 
fessor Van  Alstyne's  letter  does  not 
even  mention  the  1992  R.A.V.  deci- 
sion which,  more  than  any  other,  es- 
tablishes the  unconstitutionality  of 
the  proposed  statute.  Even  more  egre- 
giously,  the  short  memorandum  from 
the  CRS  Staff,  written  some  years 


ago,  fails  to  address  -  or,  it  seems, 
even  understand  -  the  crucial  princi- 
ple embedded  in  decisions  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Court  that  makes  the 
statute  unconstitutional.  The  point  is 
this:  A  mere  difference  of  legal  opin- 
ion does  not,  by  itself,  make  for  legal 
doubt.  Lawyers,  after  all,  can  always 
be  found  to  take  any  side  of  an  issue. 
The  task  of  a  decisionmaker  is  to 
scrutinize  the  different  opinions  and 
see  whether  there  is  real  room  for 
doubt.  In  this  case  -  because  the  Van 
Alstyne  and  CRS  opinion  letters  fail 
even  to  discuss  the  relevant  doctrine 
and  because  constitutional  scholars 
both  for  and  against  the  amendment 
agree  on  the  infirmity  of  the  statute  - 
there  would  appear  to  be  no  real  room 
for  doubt.  It  follows  that  a  vote  for 
the  statute  not  only  does  nothing  to 
protect  the  flag.  It  will,  in  all  likeli- 
hood, turn  out  to  have  done  nothing  at 
all. 

(3)  Is  there  any  real  chance  that  the 
Court,  if  presented  with  this  statute, 
would  use  the  opportunity  to  change 
its  view  of  flag  protection?  Senator 
Conrad  said  he  had  heard  that  one 
(unknown)  Justice  had  said  (on  an 
unknown  occasion)  that  the  Court,  if 
presented  now  with  the  issue  of  flag 
protection,  might  come  out  different- 
ly than  it  did  ten  years  ago.  He  went

To  assure  a  proper  fit,  a  custom  ring  sizer  will  be  sent  to  you  prior  i 
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on  to  suggest  that  the  "Flag  Protec- 
tion Act  of  1999"  -  being  so  much 
narrower  than  the  Act  of  1989  invali- 
dated in  Eichman  -  might  provide  the 
Court  a  good  opportunity  to  turn 
around  on  the  issue.  I  would  like  to 
expand  somewhat  on  my  responses  to 
these  points. 

A  careful  analysis  of  the  views  of 
present  members  of  the  Court  on  is- 
sues related  to  that  of  flag  protection 
suggests,  as  I  said,  that  the  Justices 
are  likely  to  vote  6-3  to  reaffirm  the 
mistake  made  by  a  5-4  vote  ten  years 
ago.  I  believe  that  Justice  Thomas 
would  probably  join  Justice  Scalia 
and  Justice  Kennedy,  who  were  the 
two  "swing"  votes  in  1989  and  1990. 
Justice  Souter  surely  would  join 
them,  following  his  predecessor,  Jus- 
tice Brennan,  as  he  normally  does  in 
First  Amendment  interpretation.  That 
leaves  Justice  Ginsberg  and  Justice 
Breyer.  Everything  in  their  "track 
record"  under  the  First  Amendment 
indicates  that  they  would  join  the  oth- 
er four,  making  a  six-vote  majority. 

What's  more,  all  nine  Justices  are 
traditionally  very  reluctant  to  over- 
rule a  precedent  -  especially  a  rela- 
tively recent  one.  A  new  Justice  who 
might  vote  in  favor  of  flag  protection, 
had  the  issue  never  been  decided  be- 
fore, would  not  be  inclined  to  do  so 
now,  out  of  respect  for  precedent.  If, 
in  fact,  some  Justice  did  say  on  some 
occasion  that  he  or  she  thought  the 
Court  would  look  at  flag  protection 
differently  today,  the  likelihood  is 
that  what  he  or  she  meant  had  to  do 
with  a  hypothetical  situation  in  which 
the  issue  had  never  before  been  de- 
cided by  the  Court.  But  that,  of 
course,  is  not  the  real  situation  now. 

In  any  event,  as  a  former  law  clerk 
on  the  Supreme  Court,  I  can  tell  you 
that  Justices  often  make  casual 
remarks  in  casual  settings.  Such  re- 
marks should  not  be  treated  as  reli- 
able indicators  of  what  the  Justices 
will  do  in  a  real  case.  Hence,  even  if 
the  account  of  the  unknown  Justice's 
statement  is  "tracked  down,"  it  should 
not  be  taken  too  seriously. 

Finally,  even  if  there  were  a 
chance  that  the  current  Court  might 
change  its  view  of  the  flag  and  flag 
protection,  the  "Flag  Protection  Act 
of  1999"  would  provide  an  extremely 


poor  vehicle  for  it  to  do  so. 
The  Act  is  simply  too  obvi- 
ously in  violation  of  First 
Amendment  doctrines  ex- 
tending beyond  Johnson 
and  Eichman  -  in  particu- 
lar, the  doctrines  of  O'Brien 
and  R.A.V.  The  proposed 
statute,  as  I  said,  would 
strike  the  Court  as  a  slow 
softball  coming  across  the 
middle  of  the  plate.  What's 
more,  its  actual  protection 
of  the  flag  is  so  very  close 
to  zero  that  it  would  be  hard 
for  any  defender  of  it  to  ar- 
gue to  the  Justices  that  it 
serves  any  real  governmen- 
tal interest  at  all. 

If  the  Senate  is 
determined  to  enact  a  flag 
protection  statute  now,  the 
only  statute  I  can  imagine 
that  might  spur  the  Court  to 
rethink  the  issue  would  be  a 
re-enacted  version  of  the 
Flag  Protection  Act  of 
1989.  But,  as  I  have  indi- 
cated, that  effort  would  be 
futile  since  the  majority  of 
the  Court  is  not,  I  am  con- 
vinced, going  to  reverse 
its  position.  Thus  I  believe 
it  is  clear  that  support  for 
flag  protection  requires 
one  thing:  support  for  sending  a  con- 
stitutional amendment  to  the  states  so 
that  the  people  may  have  the  last 
word,  as  was  intended  by  the  framers 
of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution.

Mitch 
McConnell,  R-Ky.;  Robert  Bennett,  R-

Conrad,  D-N.D.,  and  Byron  Dorgan, 
D-N.D.  The  following  is  a  letter  to 
Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R-Utah,from  Pro- 
fessors Laurence  H.  Tribe  and 
Richard  D.  Parker. 


Democratic  Sens.  Byron  Dorgan  and  Kent  Conrad  of  North  Dako- 
ta have  turned  their  backs  on  the  flag-protection  amendment, 
opting  instead  to  support  a  meaningless  flag  statute. 


Dear  Senator  Hatch: 

We  have  publicly  disagreed  with 
one  another  about  the  proposed  con- 
stitutional amendment  authorizing 
Congress  to  prohibit  physical  dese- 
cration of  the  American  Flag.  We 
continue  to  disagree  about  that.  One 
of  us  (Tribe)  opposes  the  amendment; 
the  other  (Parker)  supports  it.  We  are 
largely  in  agreement,  however,  about 
another  matter:  the  constitutional  in- 
firmity of  a  bill  entitled  the  "Flag 
Protection  Act  of  1999,"  introduced 
recently  as  an  alternative  to  the 
amendment. 

The  bill  would  provide  for  crimi- 
nal punishment  of  a  person  who  "de- 
stroys or  damages"  an  American  flag 
in  three  circumstances.  We  shall  state 
briefly  our  joint  assessment  of  the 
infirmity  of  the  bill,  addressing  the 
provisions  for  punishment  in  each  of 
those  circumstances. 

Section  3  (b).  This  section  allows 
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punishment  of  a  person  who 
"destroys  or  damages"  a  flag  when 
such  behavior  is  intended,  and  is  like- 
ly, to  "produce  imminent  violence  or 
a  breach  of  the  peace." 

By  singling  out,  for  criminal 
penalty,  only  those  instances  of 
"incitement"  or  "fighting  words" 
that  involve  destruction  of  an  Ameri- 
can Flag,  this  section  draws  a 
content-based  line.  As  such,  it  is 
plainly  designed  to  serve  a  govern- 
ment interest  concerned  with  suppres- 
sion of  the  content  of  expression.  The 
"findings"  recited  in  sections  2  (a)  (1) 
and  2  (a)  (3)  reinforce  this  characteri- 
zation of  the  interest  served.  This 
interest,  however,  when  invoked 
to  justify  suppressing  the  expressive 
conduct  of  private  individuals,  is 
one  that  the  Court  in  Johnson  and 
Eichman  held  to  be  in  conflict  with 
the  First  Amendment.  Although 
incitement  and  fighting  words  are, 
as  general  categories,  "proscribable" 
expression,  the  Court  made  clear 
in  R.A.V.  vs.  St.  Paul  that  the  First 
Amendment  does  not  permit  govern- 
ment to  draw  content-based  lines 
defining  subsets  within  those 
"proscribable"  categories  for  special 
criminal  punishment.  This  section 
cannot  be  brought  within  the  excep- 
tion recognized  by  the  Court  in 
R.A.V.  since  the  reasons  that  incite- 
ment and  fighting  words,  as  general 
categories,  are  "proscribable"  do 
not  have  "special  force"  as  applied 
to  the  subset  singled  out  for  special 
prohibition  and  punishment. 

What  is  more.  Congress  probably 
lacks  affirmative  authority  to  enact 
this  section  in  the  first  place.  It  cer- 
tainly is  not  a  regulation  of  commerce 
or  federal  property.  And,  especially 
since  Lopez,  the  Court  has 
underscored  the  need  to  be  quite  pre- 
cise about  the  source  of  congressional 
power  being  exercised. 

Section  3  (c).  This  section  allows 
punishment  of  a  person  who  "inten- 
tionally destroys  or  damages"  a  flag 
belonging  to  the  United  States.  The 
question  is:  Is  this  section  -  by  sin- 
gling out  for  punishment  the  theft  and 
destruction  of  a  sub-category  of  fed- 
eral property  defined  by  its  bearing  a 
particular  message  -  again  drawing  a 
content-based  line  and  serving  an  in- 


terest concerned  with  suppressing  the 
"communicative  impact"  of  such 
behavior? 

Again,  the  "findings"  in  sections  2 
(a)  (1)  and  2  (a)  (3)  suggest  that  it  is. 
But  does  it  also  serve  another  inter- 
est that  is  not  so  content-based?  One 
of  us  (Tribe)  believes  it  is  conceiv- 
able, even  if  not  very  likely,  that  this 
section  might  be  characterized  as 
serving  a  general  interest  in  preserv- 
ing a  subset  of  federal  property 
whose  theft  and  destruction  causes 
special  emotional  injury,  although  he 
doubts  that  the  federal  government 
has  cognizable  "emotions." 

He  also  believes  it  could  he 
argued  that,  since  some  acts  of  theft 
and  destruction  of  a  flag  belonging 
to  the  United  States  may  go  unob- 
served and  yet  cause  a  distinct  injury 
when  the  flag  is  found  to  be  missing, 
the  prohibition  of  such  acts  may  not 
be  based  on  their  "communicative 
impact." 

The  other  (Parker)  believes  that  a 
criminal  law  singling  out  theft  and 
destruction  of  flags  -  within  a  subset 
of  "emotionally  significant"  federal 
property  -  plainly  does  draw  a  con- 
tent-based line.  He  points  to  the  con- 
tent-based "finding"  in  section  2  (a) 
(3)  that  "abuse  of  the  flag"  causes 
particular  "pain  and  distress  to  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  the  Ameri- 
can people;"  and  he  notes  that  this 
emotional  reaction  must  be  due  to  the 
particular  "communicative  impact"  of 
such  behavior  even  though  "the  over- 
whelming majority  of  the  American 
people"  could  not  all  directly  observe 
the  behavior  said  to  cause  their  "pain 
and  distress."  Despite  this  difference 
in  nuance,  however,  we  agree  that,  at 
the  least,  the  validity  of  section  3  (c) 
is  dubious  and  that  there  is  a  good 
chance  it  would  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional. 

Section  3  (d).  This  section  allows 
punishment  of  a  person  who  "inten- 
tionally destroys  or  damages"  a  flag 
stolen  from  another  person  when  that 
behavior  occurs  on  federal  property. 
The  relevant  difference  between  this 
section  and  the  preceding  one  is  that, 
when  the  flag  belongs  to  a  private 
person  who  does  have  cognizable 
emotions,  an  interest  in  protecting 
them  may  be  more  plausible.  But,

again,  the  question  is:  Is  this  interest 
in  singling  out,  for  special  prohibi- 
tion, the  theft  and  destruction  of 
American  Flags  -  within  a  much 
broader  subset  of  "emotionally  signif- 
icant" private  property,  including 
childhood  drawings,  old  diaries  and 
great-grandmothers'  wedding  dresses 
-  a  content-based  interest  related  to 
suppressing  the  "communicative  im- 
pact" of  the  behavior?  Our  views,  set 
out  above,  with  respect  to  section  3 
(c)  thus  apply  to  this  section  as  well. 
Again,  we  agree  that  its  validity  is,  at 
best,  dubious. 

Our  joint  conclusion,  then,  is 
that  consideration  of  federal  protec- 
tion of  the  flag  should  not  be 
sidetracked  by  the  "Flag  Protection 
Act  of  1999"  on  whose  constitutional 
infirmity  we  agree.  Rather,  the  focus 
should  be  on  whether  to  amend  the 
Constitution  to  authorize  Congress 
to  do  what  it  is  now  forbidden  to 
do.  On  that  issue,  there  is  wide 
disagreement,  including  between 
the  two  of  us,  and  room  for  robust 
and  reasonable  debate.

Nation's  Moral  Decay 

THE  PICTURE  of  an  efficient,  high- 
ly-motivated and  generous  organi- 
zation that  is  greatly  disturbed  by  the 
country's  moral  decay,  lack  of  U.S. 
military  preparation  and  refusal  to 
protect  the  flag  emerged  from  The  Ameri- 
can Legion's  National  Executive  Com- 
mittee meeting  in  Indianapolis  May  5-6. 

The  1998  Legion  budget  showed  an 
operating  surplus  of  nearly  $4  million. 
While  the  money  was  flowing  in,  it  was 
also  pouring  out  to  worthwhile  causes. 
World  War  II  Memorial  donations 
reached  $22,384  (Iowa  $2,584;  Florida 
$5,000;  Georgia  $14,800).  The  National 
Emergency  Fund  received  $65,217  in 
contributions. 

Membership,  as  noted  by  National 
Commander  Butch  Miller,  is  higher  than 
in  the  1950s,  1960s  or  1970s,  and  Gulf 
War  veteran  membership  increased  last 
year  from  45,000  to  more  than  55,000. 

Although  there  is  concern  about  the 
drop-off  of  total  membership  by  21,278 
from  a  year  ago  to  2,687, 124  -  a  .0078 
percent  decrease  -  that  must  be  taken  in 
the  context  of  decreased  participation  in 
other  veterans  and  service  organizations 
during  an  era  of  changing  priorities.

Having  An  Impact.  If 

The  Legion  is  running  a 
good,  solid  ship,  the  na- 
tional waters  it  floats  on 
have  become  less  tolera- 
ble. That's  the  message 
from  the  fiery  and  upbeat 
Miller,  who  challenged 
Legionnaires  "to  find 
new  ways  to  fight  against 
the  evil  that  chips  away 
at  America's  moral  foun- 
dation." 

He  noted  that  young 
men  and  women  in 
uniform  could  become 
casualties  of  an  incon- 
sistent foreign  policy 
and  the  lack  of  proper 
military  funding.  "De- 
fense spending  doesn't 
seem  to  keep  pace  with 
defense  demands," 
Miller  protested. 

Allen  Titus,  chairman 
of  the  Legion's  National 
Security  Commission, 
reminded  his  audience 
that  "less  than  a  decade 
ago,  our  armed  forces  were  robust 
and  more  capable  of  fighting  two  major 
conflicts  like  the  Korean  War  or  the 
Persian  Gulf  War.  The  Army,  then,  had 
18  active  divisions  -  well-manned, 
trained  and  equipped  to  face  down  the 
Soviet  Union.  Ten  years  later,  our  army 
has  shrunk  to  10  divisions  that  are 
stretched  thin." 


Miller  lauded  Posts  throughout  the 
country  that  became  as  "prevalent"  as 
they  were  "relevant"  through  campaigns 
and  tactics  that  assisted  their  communi- 
ties, gained  attention  and  increased 
membership.

Explain  Strategy  Or  Withdraw  From  Yugoslavia 


ITING  Vietnam  lessons  that  indicate 
the  need  for  a  more  focused  effort 
backed  by  Congress  and  the  Ameri- 
can people,  The  American  Legion  on 
May  6  asked  President  Clinton,  the 
Departments  of  Defense  and  State  and  the 
House  and  Senate  to  immediately  with- 
draw American  troops  from  Yugoslavia 
unless  certain  conditions  are  met. 

By  the  unanimous  vote  of  its  execu- 
tive committee,  The  Legion  passed 
Resolution  No.  44,  which  expresses 
grave  concerns  about  the  commitment 
of  U.S.  armed  forces  to  NATO's  -Op- 
eration Allied  Force." 

The  resolution  asks  the  president 
why  U.S.  participation  is  in  the 
nation's  vital  interest;  for  mission 
guidelines  to  be  established,  including 


a  clear  exit  strategy;  that  Congress  and 
the  American  people  approve  the  mis- 
sion; and  that  U.S.  forces  be 
commanded  by  U.S.  officers,  that  the 
Legion  acknowledges  as  "superior." 

"We  should  learn  from  the  wisdom 
we  gained  in  Vietnam,  where  we 
didn't  have  a  clearly  defined  mission," 
said  The  American  Legion  National 
Commander  Butch  Miller. 

He  added,  "Our  senior  advisers 
from  that  era  reflect,  'Maybe  The 
American  Legion  should  have  taken  a 
stronger  position  on  Vietnam."  The  air 
war  won't  solve  the  problem  in  Yu- 
goslavia. At  some  point,  if  we  expect  a 
military  victory,  we  have  to  put  in 
ground  troops." 

But  before  the  ground  troops  are 


sent  in,  Miller  urges  that  they  have  the 
backing  of  the  American  people  and 
Congress  "so  that  we  can  give  our 
troops  everything  they  need  so  that 
they  can  go  in  and  get  the  job  done. 
We  don't  want  to  just  put  out  a 
Humanitarian  effort." 

In  its  resolution.  The  American  Le- 
gion also  called  upon  Congress  and 
the  international  community  to  ease 
the  suffering  of  Kosovo  refugees  by 
providing  necessary  aid  and 
assistance. 

This  pronouncement  by  the  largest 
veterans  group  in  the  country  is  get- 
ting attention.

son  Craig  is  a  captain  in  the  U.S. 
Marines.  Miller  had  been  communicat- 
ing daily  with  Craig  via  e-mail  during 
his  son's  Mediterranean  cruise.  That 
stopped  when  Craig  went  ashore. 

"I  believe  he  will  be  part  of  the 
ground  force  if  one  is  sent  in,"  Miller 
said.  "If  conditions,  as  specified  by 
the  Legion,  are  met,  I'm  sure  my  son 
will  go  in  proud.  Otherwise,  I'm  con- 
cerned that  the  troops  will  be  expected 
to  solve  a  mission  that  hasn't  been 
stated.  They  won't  know  exactly  why 
they're  there." 

The  American  Legion  has  reactivat- 
ed its  Family  Support  Network  to  help 
families  of  service  members  involved 
in  Yugoslavia.  The  network  helps  as 
"only  a  neighbor  can  -  from  helping  to 
change  an  oil  filter  or  watching  the 
kids  to  relieving  the  burdens  of  loneli- 
ness," Miller  explained. 

As  an  example,  the  Arizona  Depart- 
ment in  Phoenix  has  held  briefings  for 
families  of  the  161st  Refueling  Wing 
of  the  Air  National  Guard.  Also,  the 
Department  produced  2,500  cards  with 
a  help  phone  number  for  wives  of  ser- 
vicemen who  may  be  called.

Three  Orators  Win 
National  Honors 

KEVIN  SLADEK  had  the  dynamic 
flair  of  a  good  young  actor,  but  it 
took  the  perception  of  his  high 
school  counselor  to  convince  him 
of  his  oratorical  power,  and  look 
what  happened. 

The  1 8-year-old  high  school  senior 
from  San  Marcos,  Texas,  sponsored  by 
San  Marcos  Post  144,  won  The  Ameri- 
can Legion's  62nd  Annual  American 
Legion  High  School  Oratorical  Contest 
in  Indianapolis.  He  plans  to  use  the 
$1 8,000  first  prize  to  study  ethics,  poli- 
tics and  economics  at  Yale  University 
this  fall. 

Political  Goal.  Matthew  Piatt  has  a  lofty 
goal:  to  become  "the  youngest  president 
in  the  history  of  the  U.S.A." 

Piatt's  showing  in  this  contest  indi- 
cates that  he  will  do  well  in  politics  after 
attending  Morehouse  College  in  Atlanta, 
where  he  starts  this  fall.  The  17-year-old 
Piatt  finished  in  second  place  and  won 
$16,000  in  scholarship  money.  He  was 
sponsored  by  Walter  L.  Fox  Post  2  in 
Dover,  Del. 

"I  try  to  inspire  people  on  stage," 
Piatt  said  afterward.  "I  try  to  make  them 
feel  differently  when  they  walk  away." 

Tim  Meador  of  Frankfort,  Ky., 
was  pulling  for  his  friend  Susanna 
Cox.  "This  is  the  first  time  I've  seen 
her  speak.  She's  a  brilliant  orator," 
Meador  said. 

His  analysis  proved  true  when  Cox 
won  third  place  and  $14,000  in  scholar- 
ship money.  She  was  sponsored  by  East 
Point  Post  51  in  East  Point,  Ga.  The  18- 
year-old  from  Forest  Park,  Ga.,  who  has 
been  schooled  at  home,  is  planning  to 
attend  Samford  University  in  Birming- 
ham, Ala.  and  undertake  a  career  as  an 
attorney. 

From  Near  and  Far.  A  total  of  54  con- 
testants from  every  state,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  Puerto  Rico,  France  and 
Mexico  competed  in  the  quarterfinal, 
semifinal  and  national  final  contests  that 
saw  $138,000  awarded  in  scholarship 
money. 

Joe  Caouette  Jr.,  chairman  of  the 
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National  Americanism  Com- 
mission, told  the  contestants 
that  being  the  best  has  its 
obligations.  "This  country 
and  world  need  you  now," 
he  said.  "You  have  the  talent 
of  speech,  the  ability  to 
express  yourself  in  the  spoken 
word,  which  is  so  important 
in  our  society  today. 

"Don't  let  that  talent  be 
submerged.  You  owe  that  to 
society  and  to  yourselves." 

The  contest  was 
developed  primarily 
to  instill  a  better 
knowledge  and  ap- 
preciation of  the 
Constitution  in  high 
school  students.

OOOG 
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S  I  READ  about  the  cap- 
ture of  the  last  leading 
Khmer  Rouge  guerrilla  ear- 
lier this  year,  my  thoughts 
drifted  back  to  a  day  in 
1969  in  that  once-idyllic 
southeast  Asian  kingdom.  I 
was  chatting  with  Prince 
Norodom  Sihanouk,  when 
I  asked  him  a  question  that 
turned  out  to  be  far  more  important 
than  any  of  us  could  know  at  the  time: 
"What  are  you  going  to  do  about  all 
the  Cambodian  students  going  to 
France?" 


Still  lively  and  voluble,  the  king 
suddenly  became  almost  morose.  He 
answered  slowly,  "They  are  learning  a 
strange  kind  of  French  Marxism, 
which  they  are  mixing  with  our 
ancient  Khmer  mysticism.  I  have  now 
forbidden  our  young  people  from  go- 
ing to  France  to  study.  But  it  may  be 
too  late." 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was.  And  that 
fact  affected  the  entire  future  of 
Southeast  Asia.  The  toxic  Soviet/Eu- 
ropean Marxist  genie  had  been  let  out 
of  the  bottle  to  poison  what  had  been  a 
peaceful  and  prosperous  faraway  land 
where  foreign  correspondents  and 
American  military  men  vacationed 
from  the  war.  It  was  a  bucolic  expanse 
of  large  wooden  farmhouses  set  on 


stilts  above  the  fields,  of  French  colo- 
nial rubber  plantations  and  of 
legendary  Khmer  temples. 

But  soon,  that  gave  way  to  the  hor- 
rors committed  by  those  famous  "stu- 
dents who  went  to  France." 

A  young  Cambodian  carpenter 
went  on  scholarship  to  France,  osten- 
sibly to  study  electronics.  The  student, 
who  would  be  better  known  as  his 
alias,  Pol  Pot,  devised  from  his  arcane 
Marxist  teachers  that  countries  like 
Cambodia,  a  monarchy  with  mostly 
prosperous  classes  of  farmers,  bureau-

crats  and  intellectuals,  must  be 
forcibly  put  through  an  "agricultural 
revolution."  That  would  transform  it 
into  a  classless  and  even  nameless  so- 
ciety in  which  personal  names  were 
forbidden. 

Pol  Pot  took  his  lessons  to  heart, 
and  on  April  17,  1975,  the  Khmer 
Rouge  marched  into  the  cities.  Guer- 
rillas mercilessly  drove  masses  of 
Cambodians,  even  those  on  hospital 
beds,  out  of  the  cities.  Upwards  of  a 


million  -  probably  a  third  of  the  popu- 
lation -  would  die  in  the  years  to 
come,  as  they  slaved  in  the  country- 
side under  the  terror  of  this  savage 
Utopian  ideology. 

Part  of  the  movement's  eerie  power 
lay  in  its  secretiveness.  Its  leaders 
were  unidentified,  known  only  as 
"Anka"  meaning  "the  center."  And 
1975  became  known  as  "Zero  Hour," 
when  to  them  the  world  truly  began. 

Recovering  From  Terror.  After  the 
"purifying"  years  of  Khmer  Rouge 
terror,  no  one  really  ever  expected  this 
nation,  and  this  people,  to  come  back. 
But  suddenly,  in  only  the  last  two 
years,  the  equation  has  changed  as  in- 
dicated by  such  symbols  of 
nationhood  as  a  seat  in  the  United  Na- 
tions. Is  it  possible  that  Cambodia  can 
actually  re-enter  history?  Is  it  possible 
that  the  war  years  can  be  subsumed  in 
some  new  kind  of  nation?  One  could 
make  the  case. 

Pol  Pot  is  finally  gone.  He  died  in 
the  jungle  in  1998,  some  say  by  his 


own  hand,  his  71 -year-old  body 
burned  on  a  pyre.  The  remaining  guer- 
rilla fighters  in  the  countryside  are 
gradually  being  integrated  into  a  re- 
constituted Cambodian  army. 

On  the  political  side,  a  former 
Khmer  Rouge,  Prime  Minister  Hun 
Sen,  hardly  popular  but  with  some  in- 
ternational recognition,  has  at  least 
consolidated  power  in  Phnom  Penh. 
At  the  same  time,  the  long-suffering 
Prince  Sihanouk  himself  has  lived  al- 
most entirely  in  exile  in  China. 

In  the  capital  itself,  Cambodian  stu- 
dents have  been  demonstrating  for  ... 
jobs!  Some  even  dared  voice  the  hope 
that  the  country  might  be  beginning  to 
reconstitute  the  numbers  of  educated 
people,  doctors  and  intellectuals  so 
wantonly  murdered  by  the  Khmer 
Rouge. 

"This  is  probably  the  most  peaceful 
period,  in  terms  of  military  confronta- 
tion, in  Cambodia  in  the  last  32 
years,"  one  western  diplomat  was 
quoted  recently  in  The  Washington 
Post.  "This  is  a  real  second  chance. 
The  question  is,  are  they  going  to 
work  hard  to  try  to  make  it  work?  Or 
are  they  going  to  work  hard  to  fracture 
it?" 

The  United  States'  relations  with 
Cambodia  have  gone  through  many 
emanations.  Until  1973,  the  American 
military  in  Vietnam  respected  the 
country's  precious  neutrality.  Then, 
that  year  came  the  much-criticized 
American  bombing  of  Cambodia.  Be- 
cause of  the  Vietnamese  occupation  of 
the  country  in  1979,  Washington  even 
then  tacitly  supported  the  Khmer 
Rouge  coalition,  in  which  Sihanouk 
now  served. 
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In  1990,  however,  Secretary  of 
State  James  Baker  announced  that  the 
United  States  would  no  longer  support 
a  coalition  in  the  United  Nations  that 
had  the  Khmer  Rouge  in  it.  This  deci- 
sion soon  led  to  the  United  Nations 
taking  an  active  role,  politically  and 
militarily,  in  calling  elections  and  re- 
establishing at  least  some  stability  in 
the  country. 

As  with  so  many  traditional 
cultures  gutted  spiritually  by  commu- 
nism -  this  one  essentially  Buddhist  - 
everywhere  one  looked  there  no  longer 
seemed  to  be  values;  there  were  no 
principles  underlying  life.  The  "agrari- 
an reformers"  were  starting  at  zero,  a 
magical  concept  in  mathematics  that 
they  had  so  perversely  adapted  to  poli- 
tics. What  happened  instead  is  that 
they  ended  at  zero. 

That  not  surprisingly  introduced  an 
overweening  corruption  on  every  lev- 
el, and  that  in  turn  led  to  an  environ- 
mental crisis  that  could,  even  within 
the  next  few  years,  prove  as  dangerous 
as  the  Khmer  Rouge.  One  indicator 
was  when  the  Asian  Development 
Bank  reported  in  1999  that 
"uncontrolled  logging,  much  of  it  ille- 
gal, could  deforest  the  country  in  five 
years."  And  while  traditional  indus- 
tries such  as  the  plantations  lay  bar- 


ren, Cambodia  has  become  a  major 
transit  point  for  Southeast  Asian  hero- 
in and  a  source  of  marijuana. 

"Basically,  we  are  raping  our  own 
country  with  support  from  outside," 
said  Kao  Kim  Hourn,  executive  direc- 
tor of  the  Cambodian  Institute  for  Co- 
operation and  Peace. 

Questions  of  Punishment.  But  the 

most  profound  question  again  has  been 
whether  or  not  to  punish  the  Khmer 
Rouge.  In  March,  Ta  Mok,  the  last 
leading  Khmer  Rouge  leader  at  large, 
was  captured,  giving  rise  immediately 
to  further  infighting  over  what  kind  of 
(if  any)  tribunal  should  finally  judge 
him  and  his  deadly  era.  Should  he  be 
tried  by  an  international  tribunal  or  a 
national  Cambodian  tribunal?  Should 
a  "truth  commission"  be  called  or 
should  nothing  be  done? 

The  latter  stance,  eschewing  either 
judgment  or  justice,  may  well  be  the 
greatest  danger  of  all  to  Cambodia, 
particularly  at  this  potential  hour  of 
awakening,  for  it  would  involve  leav- 
ing Cambodia  awash  and  adrift  in 
what  ethicists  are  calling  a  "culture  of 
impunity"  in  which  there  is  no  resolu- 
tion to  all  the  mass  crimes  committed. 

No  nation  can  truly  return  to 
national  life  without  knowing  itself, 


and  without  making  peace  with  itself 
after  such  a  historic  trauma.  In  the 
United  States,  State  Department 
spokesman  James  P.  Rubin  said  the 
United  States  would  help  in  bringing 
out  the  truth.  "There's  a  lot  of  history 
in  Cambodia,"  he  said.  "And  we're  not 
afraid  of  that  history." 

In  fact,  that  period  is  terrifying,  but 
it  does  have  lessons.  It  tells  us  to  be- 
ware the  Utopian  movements  which 
will  "save"  man  overnight.  It  tells  us 
to  prevent  giving  power  to  movements 
which  wish  to  obliterate  the  past,  de- 
stroy identities,  build  new  classes  and 
obliterate  culture,  especially  in  the 
name  of  something  only  the  secreted 
elites  can  understand. 

In  those  early  days  of  the  late  1960s 
and  early  '70s,  Prince  Sihanouk  used 
to  speak  about  Cambodia  becoming 
"extinct  as  a  nation"  -  someday,  he 
would  say,  it  would  be  remembered 
only  for  the  "mute  magnificence"  of 
the  great  Khmer  temples  at  Anghor 
Wat.  Once  he  said  to  me  personally, 
just  as  a  group  of  us  were  celebrating 
the  opening  of  a  new  building,  "Yes, 
but  soon  we  all  shall  die." 

Surely,  far  too  many  have  died.  But 
now,  despite  everything,  for  the  first 
time  in  30  years,  there  is  the  possibili- 
ty that  Cambodia  itself  will  survive.  □

|  HEN  THE  REFUGEE  crisis  in  Kosovo  began  develop- 
f  ing  earlier  this  year,  Salatha  Mok  Yost  -  Sally  to  her 
friends  -  had  trouble  sleeping.  Televised  images  of 
refugees  fleeing  their  homes  and  stories  of  ethnic 
cleansing  brought  painful  memories  of  her  own  past 
-  memories  of  her  father's  body,  swollen  from  deadly  snake 
venom;  of  her  sister  covered  with  blood  after  a  mine 
explosion;  and  of  her  mother  trying  to  hang  herself. 

Yost,  48,  is  one  of  more  than  1 18,000  Cambodian  refugees 
who  came  to  live  in  America  between  1979  and  1990. 

She  graduated  from  high  school  -  a  rarity  for  women  in 
Cambodia  -  in  1972,  and  from  teacher's  college  in  1974. 
Until  the  Khmer  Rouge  took  over  in  April  1975,  Salatha 
taught  elementary  school. 

In  November  1979,  Salatha  and  her  sister,  Salany, 
luckily  avoided  Vietnamese  and  Khmer  Rouge  soldiers 
along  jungle  trails,  escaping  to  Thailand  and,  in  1981,  came 
to  the  United  States.  She  now  lives  in  Deer  Park,  Texas, 
near  Houston,  where  she  works  part-time  as  an  office 


manager  at  First  Cambodian  Baptist  Church,  and 
is  completing  her  accounting  degree. 

Yost  spoke  with  The  American  Legion 
Magazine  assistant  editor  Terry  Coffey  about  her 
childhood  in  Cambodia  and  the  awful  days  of  the 
"killing  fields." 

American  Legion  Magazine:  what 

was  it  like  for  you,  growing  up  in  1950s  and 
1960s  Cambodia? 

Sally  Yost:  I  had  the  most  beautiful  childhood.  I  had 

a  lot  of  friends.  School  was  the  most  important  thing  to  me. 
My  father  was  in  the  military  for  the  king.  I  was  trained  in 
classical  dance  at  the  palace  royal  from  the  time  I  was  3  or  4 
years  old. 

I  had  a  really  good  life.  My  parents  gave  me  so  much 
freedom  to  do  stuff.  In  Cambodia,  most  women,  by  the  time 
they  graduated  from  elementary  school,  were  married.  When 
I  finished  college  and  became  a  teacher,  the  whole  village 
threw  a  party  for  me.  And  that  made  my  father  proud. 

Q.  What  happened  in  April  1975,  when  you  fled  your 
home  near  Phnom  Penh  because  of  the  Khmer  Rouge? 

AI'll  never  forget  the  day  the  Khmer  Rouge  got  into  the 
■  city.  My  father  looked  at  me  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  and 
said,  "You're  not  going  to  have  any  future  -  that's  it,  every- 
thing is  over."

All  the  people  were  forced  to  work  in  the  fields.  They  sent 
my  father  out  to  the  woods  to  cut  grass  to  make  hay  for  the 
roofs  of  our  houses.  He  was  bitten  by  a  snake,  and  his  body 
was  swollen  up  just  like  an  elephant.  I  couldn't  find  any 
medicine  - 1  had  to  use  Cambodian  medicine;  bone,  ash, 
coconut  oil  and  egg  shell,  to  try  to  heal  his  wound.  Finally, 
though,  he  died.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Khmer 
Rouge  imprisoned  my  sister 
and  sent  me  to  work  out  in 
the  fields.  My  mother 
thought  the  Khmer  Rouge 
were  killing  all  of  her 
children,  and  after  my 
father  died,  my  mom  felt 
she  had  lost  her  loved  one 
and  best  friend. 

One  day  my  mom 
climbed  a  tree  and  hanged 
herself.  A  man  found  her 
and  cut  her  down.  Her  brain 
was  damaged  and  she  couldn't  recognize  anybody. 

We  were  transported  by  train  to  Battambang  province  in 
October  1975. 1  was  ordered  by  the  Khmer  Rouge  to  work  in 
the  fields  far  away  from  home.  My  mom  never  recovered  from 
her  illness.  In  July  1976,  the  Khmer  Rouge  took  her  to  the 
hospital  and  gave  her  a  shot  to  end  her  life.  My  sister  was 
there,  watching  helplessly  as  they  murdered  my  mom.  She 
called  out  my  name  before  her  last  breath. 

Q.  What  was  it  like  living  during  the  time  of  "The  Killing 
Fields?" 

A In  1977,  the  starvation  came.  The  village  of  500  people  in 
■  1976  had  only  about  160  left  in  1977.  Back  yards  became 
graveyards,  because  people  had  no  food.  We  worked  in  the 
fields  17  hours  a  day.  No  break  time,  under  the  rain,  under  the 
sun.  We  had  to  eat  rats  and  mice. 

One  day  when  the  mealtime  bell  rang,  I  came  back  in 
from  the  field  only  to  hear,  "Sorry,  no  more  rice."  My  meal 
was  three  spoons  of  coconut  juice.  I  had  to  go  to  sleep  so 
hungry.  Sometimes  we  might  be  drinking  some  dirty  water, 
and  we  would  imagine  it  was  ice  cream  to  help  swallow  it. 
And  sometimes  we  had  something  and  would  say,  "This  is 
lobster,  or  this  is  fish."  That  was  the  way  we  made  ourselves 
eat  the  food. 

Sometimes  I  wished  I  had  a  grenade  I  could  throw  and  kill 
the  Khmer  Rouge.  I  lived  with  pain  and  fear  every  day.  Every 
night  I  went  to  bed  asking  myself,  "Will  I  survive  tomorrow, 
will  they  find  out  that  I  was  a  school  teacher?"  To  protect 
myself  from  that  threat,  I  had  to  act  like  I  was  a  farmer  who 
knew  nothing. 

0.  Did  you  think  you  were  going  to  die? 

A Yes,  many  times.  Every  day,  people  disappeared.  I 
■  thought  about  hanging  myself  or  jumping  into  the  river 
to  drown  myself.  There  was  no  meaning  living  in  the  world  of 
darkness,  no  communication  with  the  world,  no  freedom  - 
only  separation  from  the  family  and  friends  that  I  loved  so 
much,  and  the  slave  labor,  which  I  never  thought  I  could  han- 
dle, for  almost  four  years. 


Q.  When  did  you  decide  to  leave  Cambodia? 

A The  Vietnamese,  backed  by  the  Soviets,  took  control  of 
■  the  country  in  January  1979.  Thinking  things  would  go 
back  to  normal,  I  went  back  to  teach  primary  school  in  one 
village  near  the  border.  I  found  that  a  communist  is  still  a 
communist  -  the  fear  and  killing  kept  happening  -  so  I 
escaped  to  military  camp  number  seven  near  the  Thailand 
border  in  October  1979. 1  traveled  by  foot  with  my  older 
cousin  and  hundreds  of  people,  day  and  night.  Along  the  road, 
when  we  saw  Khmer  Rouge  soldiers,  we  had  to  run  and  hide. 
We  had  to  watch  for  land  mines.  It  was  a  scary  and  risky  jour- 
ney. At  night  we  slept  under  the  trees.  When  I  got  into  camp 
number  seven  I  was  reunited  with  my  sister,  Salany.  She  was 
seven  months  pregnant. 

After  about  a  month  we  decided  to  move  on  foot  to  another 
camp  across  the  Thai  border.  On  the  road  there  were  many 
people  walking  back  and  forth  looking  for  a  safer  camp,  or 
getting  food  from  a  Thai  market.  We  had  to  use  water  from  the 
rice  fields  for  bathing,  drinking  and  cooking.  We  had  to  be 
careful.  Anytime  we  ventured  inside  Thailand,  there  was  a 
chance  of  getting  raped  or  caught  by  Thai  soldiers. 

One  day  soldiers  started  raping  the  Cambodian  women, 
and  Thai  and  Vietnamese  soldiers  started  fighting.  Thai 
soldiers  began  firing  rockets.  My  sister  and  I  ran  into  the 
woods,  where  she  stepped  on  a  land  mine.  She  lost  the  baby  in 
her  womb.  That  will  always  be  in  my  memory,  to  see  blood 
on  my  sister's  body.  The  biggest  decision  I  had  to  make  was 
whether  to  stay  in  the  same  place  and  let  her  die  or  step  out  to 
ask  for  help  and  get  myself  killed  on  a  land  mine,  too.  It  was 
another  scary  moment;  one  of  many  in  the  four  years  we 
struggled  to  survive. 

We  were  picked  up  by  the  International  Red  Cross  and  taken 
to  a  Thai  hospital.  Inside  the  big  truck,  my  sister  and  I  had  to  put 
blood  on  our  bodies  to  pass  the  Thai  inspection,  and  we  lay 
down  and  acted  like  dead  people,  along  with  many  wounded. 

After  three  months,  a  refugee  camp  opened  in  Khao  I  Dang, 
Thailand.  At  the  refugee  camp,  I  worked  with  Food  for  the 
Hungry,  and  also  with  another  group.  I  worked  with  malnour- 
ished kids,  and  also  helped  feed  pregnant  women.  In  1980,  my 
sister  went  to  Houston,  Texas,  and  I  went  to  a  transition  camp 
in  the  Philippines.  I  came  to  Houston  in  September  1981. 

Sometimes  the  war  is  still  in  my  nightmares.  Last  night  I 
couldn't  sleep  the  whole  night  because  of  what  I  was  seeing  on 
TV  about  the  war  in  Kosovo.  □

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national  interests  in  such  places  as  Haiti  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult.

HE  BASIC  TEST  forjudg- 
ing any  foreign  policy  deci- 
sion is  easy  to  state  but  hard 
to  apply:  Does  it  serve  the 
American  national  interest? 

During  the  Cold  War, 
the  guiding  principle  of 
U.S.  foreign  policy  was 
clear:  the  containment  of 
communism.  There  was  a 
broad  agreement  that  the 
Soviet  Union  represented  a  dire  threat 
to  American  security  and  values.  Most 
Americans  were  willing  to  confront 
communism.  Every  foreign  policy  de- 
cision was  viewed  through  this  prism, 
and  defining  the  national  interest  was 
not  difficult. 


Today,  defining  the  national  interest 
in  places  such  as  Haiti,  Bosnia,  Koso- 
vo, Iraq  or  Somalia  is  much  harder  and 
determining  how  we  should  respond  to 
such  challenges  is  much  more  difficult. 
Nearly  every  government  in  the  world 
wants  to  involve  the  United  States  in 
solving  its  problems.  Yet  not  even  the 
world's  only  superpower  can  solve 
every  problem  or  address  every 
tragedy.  The  American  people  will 
never  support  such  a  role.  The  presi- 
dent and  Congress  must  decide  which 
issues  are  vital  enough  to  the  U.S.  na- 
tional interest  to  invest  time  and 
resources  and  to  risk  the  lives  of 
young  Americans. 

War  Powers.  Congress  and  the  presi- 
dent constantly  debate  these  key  issues 
of  national  interest  and  of  when,  where 


and  how  the  United  States  should  get 
involved  overseas.  Many  international 
problems  demand  American  leadership. 
Other  problems  require  American  part- 
nership with  friends  and  allies.  But  in 
almost  all  issues  of  war  and  peace,  war 
powers  and  our  Constitution  come  onto 
center  stage. 

Since  Vietnam,  deploying  troops 
overseas  has  been  a  subject  of  hot  de- 
bate between  Congress  and  the  execu- 
tive branch.  Congress  set  the  stage  for 
this  battle  when  it  enacted  the  War 
Powers  Act  in  the  mid-1970s. 

The  act  simply  sought  to  require

,  Congress  voted  to  send  troops  as  part  of  a  NATO  force, 


consultation  with  Con- 
gress and  to  require 
congressional  action 
when  sending  troops 
into  harm's  way.  The 
act  did  not  limit  the 
role  of  the  president  as 
commander-in-chief, 
nor  did  it  upset  the 
delicate  constitutional 
balance  between  the 
two  political  branches 
of  government. 

War-making  pow- 
ers are  clearly  divided 
under  the  Constitution. 
Congress  has  the  pow- 
er to  declare  war  and 
to  raise  and  support 
armed  forces.  The 
commander  in  chief 
leads  armed  forces.  The  Constitution 
provides  Congress  may  circumscribe 
the  president's  authority  to  commit  the 
armed  forces  to  hostilities.  The  presi- 
dent's authority  to  protect  the  nation  in 
an  emergency  may  be  an  exception,  but 
no  clause  of  the  Constitution  generally 
empowers  the  president  to  make  war 
without  congressional  approval.  This 
legislation  is  consistent  with  the  spirit 
of  the  Constitution  despite  the  contro- 
versy it  has  engendered. 

Experience  suggests  that  the  War 
Powers  Act  has  led  to  reassessment  of 
particular  military  operations  and  has 
placed  restraints  on  military  planners.  It 
helped  to  force  a  reconsideration  of 
U.S.  policy  toward  Somalia.  Congres- 
sional support  strengthens  public  confi- 
dence in  American  foreign  policy. 

The  extreme  complexity  of  the  mod- 
ern world  demands  that  Congress  and 
the  president  pool  their  judgment  and 
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wisdom,  now  more  than  ever,  before 
American  armed  forces  are  committed 
to  combat.  Lebanon  is  not  Pearl  Har- 
bor. We  may  have  a  vital  interest  in 
preventing  Iraqi  control  of  Persian  Gulf 
oil,  but  our  interests  in  Bosnia,  Haiti 
and  Somalia  are  not  vital.  While  there 
may  be  a  good  reason  to  send  troops  to 
Haiti,  such  a  decision  should  not  be  left 
to  one  man. 

Specific  questions  have  been  raised 
about  section  three  of  the  act,  which 
requires  executive  consultation  with 
Congress  before  American  armed 
forces  are  deployed.  Whether  it  was 
President  Carter  at  the  time  of  the  res- 
cue mission  in  Iran,  President  Reagan 
at  the  time  of  the  invasion  of  Grenada 
or  President  Clinton  at  the  time  of  air 
strikes  against  Iraq,  consultation  with 
Congress  has  often  been  too  little  and 
too  late. 

Unfortunately,  this  section  of  the 
War  Powers  Act  is  not  clear.  What  is 
consultation?  When  is  it  required? 
These  questions,  and  others,  are  hard  to 
answer.  In  the  end  if  the  will  to  consult 
is  present  in  the  executive  branch, 
workable  answers  to  them  will  be 
found.  Few  members  of  Congress 
would  complain  if  the  leadership  of 
both  parties  in  both  houses  were  briefed 
in  detail  sometime  before  the  date  of  an 
anticipated  military  action. 

In  many  respects,  the  act  has  not 
worked  well.  As  a  practical  matter, 
however,  legislation  has  a  strong  im- 
pact on  the  decision-making  process 
of  the  president.  A  decision  to  send 
troops  to  Haiti,  Iraq,  Bosnia,  Kosovo 
or  Somalia  would  provoke  an  intense 
debate.  In  that  process,  hearings 


have  to  be  held.  Editorials  will  be 
written.  TV  shows  will  air 
interviews.  Constituents  will  write  or 


e-mail.  All  this  can  be  a  healthy  con- 
straint in  our  system. 

Explanation  Needed.  The  president 
conducts  foreign  policy.  He  has  the 
principal  burden,  however,  of  persuad- 
ing Congress  and  the  people  about  the 
threat  to  the  national  interest.  There  is 
no  substitute  for  a  president  who  can 
take  his  case  to  the  people.  The  mission 
in  Somalia  was  never  well  explained. 
While  the  reasons  for  bombing  Iraq 
have  been  better  articulated,  the  mis- 
sion in  Kosovo  has  not  been  well  de- 
fined nor  is  there  a  clear  exit  strategy. 
These  missions  need  to  be  defined  and 
articulated  again  and  again. 

The  War  Powers  Act  remains  a 
force  for  restraint  on  the  gravest  deci- 
sion made  by  government  -  whether  or 
not  to  go  to  war.  It  imposes  on  the 
president  the  necessity  to  stop,  look 
and  take  prudent  counsel  before  initiat- 
ing a  military  operation.  That  is  not 
asking  too  much  in  our  system  of 
checks  and  balances.  □ 


The  War  Powers  Resolution 


CONGRESS  passed  the  War  Pow- 
ers Act  over  the  veto  of  President 
Nixon  in  1973.  The  legislation  re- 
flects years  of  frustration  in  trying 
to  curtail  military  action  in  Vietnam 
while  also  attempting  to  limit  the 
president's  authority  to  declare  war. 

The  act  provides  that  when  the 
president  commits  U.S.  troops  or 
substantially  enlarges  them  for 
combat,  he  must  report  to 
Congress  within  48  hours  the  cir- 


cumstances, authority  and  scope  of 
his  intent. 

The  president  must  also  stop  the 
mission  after  60  days  unless  Con- 
gress approves  the  action.  The 
president  may  continue  the  effort 
an  additional  30  days,  though,  if  it 
becomes  necessary  to  protect  U.S. 
Armed  Forces.  Congress  may  also 
halt  the  action  by  passing  a  concur- 
rent resolution  -  which  is  not 
subject  to  a  presidential  veto.

UNDER  THE  MERCILESS 
Florida  sun,  National  Com- 
mander "Butch"  Miller  sat 
in  a  crowd  of  5,000  specta- 
tors to  honor  a  fallen  Le- 
gionnaire, patriot  and  war 
hero  Col.  William  "Rich" 
Higgins.  Before  the  fan- 
waving  crowd  loomed  the 
8,300-ton  living  memorial  -  the  USS 
Higgins  -  the  Navy's  newest 
destroyer.  And  lining  the 
gangplanks  stood  the  328  newest 
members  of  The  American  Legion. 

The  ship  was  commissioned  in 
Port  Everglades  in  April  with  all  the 
fanfare,  military  music  and  Navy  tra- 
dition one  would  expect.  The  influx 
of  people  was  such  that  a  small  fleet 
of  Greyhound  buses  was  used  to 


shuttle  the  massive  crowd  to  the 
ceremony,  the  variety  of  which 
stood  as  a  tribute  to  Higgins.  Sit- 
ting shoulder-to- shoulder  on  the 
dock  were  Legionnaires  from 
Woodbridge,  Va.,  Post  364,  Ma- 
rine and  Navy  veterans,  members 
of  the  Australian  Army  who 
served  with  Col.  Higgins  in 
Lebanon  and  the  families  of 
plankowner  crew  members. 

The  Ship's  Namesake.  Higgins' 
exemplary  career  began  as  an 
ROTC  scholarship  student  at  Mia- 
mi University,  Oxford,  Ohio.  In 
1967,  he  was  commissioned  in  the 
Marine  Corps.  Later,  he  earned 
his  master's  degree  from  Pepper- 
dine  and  Auburn  University,  grad- 
uated from  the  Army  Infantry  Of- 
ficers Advanced  Course,  the  Air 
Force  Command  and  Staff  Col- 
lege and  the  National  War  College. 

In  Vietnam,  Lt.  Higgins  served  as 
a  rifle  platoon  commander,  rifle  com- 
pany executive  officer  and  aide-de- 
camp to  the  3rd  Marine  Division  as- 
sistant commander.  In  1972,  he 
returned  to  Vietnam  as  an  infantry 
battalion  adviser  to  the  South  Viet- 
namese Marine  Corps. 

Ten  years  later,  Lt.  Col.  Higgins 
continued  his  upward  march  by 
working  as  military  assistant  in  the 
Department  of  Defense.  In  1987,  he 
made  one  of  the  most  difficult  deci- 
sions of  his  career  when  he  trans- 
ferred to  Lebanon  for  a  U.N. 
assignment. 

As  a  U.S.  Marine  in  the  Middle 
East,  Higgins  knew  he  would  be  a 
targeted  man.  Yet  he  never  shirked 
his  duty.  A  Canadian  serving  with 
Higgins  offered  him  adhesive  Cana- 
dian flags  to  cover  the  American  Flag 
on  his  uniform  in  case  of  an  emer- 
gency. He  declined.  Then  on  Feb.  17, 
1988,  Higgins  was  sched- 
uled to  meet  with  one  of 
the  leaders  of  the  rival 
Lebanese  factions.  While 
his  jeep  traversed  the 
muddy  roads,  riddled  with 
potholes  from  the  season- 
al rains,  an  unarmed  Hig- 
gins was  captured  by  pro- 
Iranian  terrorists. 

For  more  than  two 
years,  he  was  held  pris- 
oner. The  roller  coaster 
sentence  of  promised  re- 
leases and  threatened 
death  finally  ended  when 
he  was  murdered  -  dan- 


gling from  a  noose,  broadcast  for 
the  world  to  see.  His  body  was  later 
dumped  in  the  dusty  streets  of 
Beirut.  Although  the  date  of  his 
death  is  unknown,  he  was  declared 
dead  July  6,  1990. 

Throughout  the  agonizing  ordeal, 
his  wife,  Marine  Lt.  Col.  Robin  Hig- 
gins, tapped  all  the  Washington  con- 
nections she  had  made  while 
assigned  at  the  Pentagon  to  work  for 
her  husband's  release  and  keep  his 
plight  in  the  headlines.  Since  he  was 
captured  while  serving  under  the 
United  Nations,  he  was  not  classi- 
fied as  a  POW.  In  fact,  much  of  her 
effort  was  devoted  to  getting  that 
classification  changed.  "Whenever  a 
man  or  woman  in  uniform  is  taken 
while  serving  their  country  in  a  for- 
eign land,  they  are  a  prisoner  of 
war,"  says  Robin,  who  is  now  the 
executive  director  of  Florida's  De- 
partment of  Veterans  Affairs. 
"Whether  they  have  tanks,  rubber

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bullets  or  blue  berets,  they  deserve 
all  the  protection  afforded  POWs  our 
country  can  give  them." 

Living  Memorial.  On  the  sixth  an- 
niversary of  her  husband's  capture, 
Robin  received  a  call  from  President 
Clinton.  He  informed  her  that  the 
Navy  would  be  announcing  the  names 
of  five  new  ships,  and  one  of  them 
would  be  christened  the  USS  Higgins. 

Since  that  phone  call,  Robin  has 
played  an  integral  role  in  the  ship's 
development.  She  fired  the  engines 
for  the  first  time,  christened  the  ship 
and  donated  her  husband's  burial 
flag,  which  was  run  up  the  mast  dur- 
ing the  commissioning  ceremony. 
"There  are  many  memorials  to 
Rich,"  explains  Robin.  "But  a  ship 
is  alive  with  the  spirit  of  the 
person's  namesake.  Every  time  I 
boarded  the  ship,  it  felt  like  Rich 
was  there.  I  do  believe  he  will  guide 
them  as  they  sail  into  harm's  way." 

As  a  fellow  Post  member,  Nation- 
al Commander  Miller  wanted  to  do 
his  part  for  the  commemoration.  "I 
know  for  a  fact  that  this  is  the  first 
ship  to  be  named  after  a  member  of 
my  Post,"  says  Miller.  "Due  to  the 
close  ties  with  the  Higgins  family, 
we  adopted  the  ship  as  sort  of  a 
floating  extension  of  Post  364." 

The  process  of  extending  member- 
ship to  every  crew  member  began 
when  Miller  toured  Bath  Iron  Works, 
builders  of  the  USS  Higgins.  Once 
Miller  discovered  the  Arleigh  Burke 
class  destroyer  was  being  named  in 
honor  of  a  fellow  Legionnaire  from 
his  hometown  of  Woodbridge,  Va., 
he  persuaded  his  Post  to  take  in  the 
new  members.

Membership  cards  were  given  to 
each  of  the  328  crew  members,  and 
an  American  Legion  plaque  was  pre- 
sented to  the  ship's  officers  on  the 
eve  of  the  commissioning. 

Armed  To  The  Hilt.  Special  guests 
like  Florida  Gov.  Jeb  Bush;  Allan 
Cameron,  president  of  Bath  Iron 
Works;  and  Rep.  Clay  Shaw,  R-Fla., 
spoke  during  the  commissioning,  but 
it  was  U.S.  Southern  Command's 
Commander  in  Chief,  Gen.  Charles 
Wilhelm,  who  best  captured  the  mo- 
ment. He  first  acknowledged  Robin's 
efforts  for  keeping  her  husband's 
plight  from  slipping  into  obscurity, 
then  thanked  the  Navy  for  extending 
the  honor.  "Today  we  immortalize 
him  with  the  twin  honors  of  peace 
and  human  dignity,"  proclaimed 
Wilhelm.  "Col.  Rich  Higgins  died 
without  a  sword  in  his  hand.  This 
ship  will  now  be  that  sword  ...  8,300 
tons  of  pure  American  steel  which 
surrounds  his 
spirit." 

This  seafaring 
sword  has  the  ca- 
pacity to  carry  90 
Tomahawk  cruise 
missiles.  The  Hig- 
gins is  also 
equipped  with 
Harpoon  anti-ship 
missiles,  vertical 
launch  anti-sub- 
marine rockets,  a 
5-inch,  .54-caliber 
gun  and  the  Pha- 
lanx Close-in 
Weapon  System, 


used  for  short-range,  immediate  air 
threats.  "This  504-foot  monument," 
concluded  Wilhelm,  "will  be  respected 
by  millions,  and  strike  rightful  fear  in 
a  few." 


With  that  inspiring  speech,  the 
crew  members  were  signaled  to  go 
aboard.  Following  three  rounds  of 
"Huzzah!,"  all  328  sailors  sprinted 
up  the  gangplanks  ready  to  man 
their  ship.  As  they  stood  poised 
manning  the  rails,  it  was  apparent 
they  were  prepared  to  serve  as  Col. 
Rich  Higgins  did  -  with  honor, 
courage  and  commitment.  □

AZING.  The  word  itself 
gives  a  commanding  officer 
the  shakes,  conjuring  up 
inquiries  from  Congress, 
visits  from  reporters,  long- 
distance calls  from  mothers. 

Precisely  what  military 
hazing  is,  however,  defies 
definition.  One  recruit's 
hazing  is  another's  "shape- 
up"  exercises.  Most  civilian  definitions 
of  hazing  fail  to  take  account  of  its  var- 
ied meanings  in  military  life.  The  term 
"hazing"  can  be  used  to  describe  any- 
thing from  a  good-natured  punch  on 
the  stripes  when  someone  is  promoted, 
to  Navy  chiefs  who  make  a  new  chief 
wear  a  dress,  to  boot  camp  activities 
when  superiors  or  peers  try  to  trans- 
form a  balky  recruit  into  a  trustworthy 
team  player.  There  also  are  degrees  of 
hazing,  and  in  any  of  the  above  exam- 
ples one  could  find  people  crossing 
lines  that  shouldn't  be  crossed. 

Of  course,  hazing  is  not  exclusive  to 
the  U.S.  military.  Hazing  is  widespread 
in  the  Canadian,  Czech  and  Russian 
armed  forces.  In  Russia,  many  first-

year  soldiers  die  at  the  hands  of  their 
superiors  whom  they  call  "grand- 
fathers." Others  endure  sadistic 
demands  such  as  licking  a  toilet  bowl 
clean,  says  Charles  Moskos,  a  North- 
western University  sociology  professor 
and  chairman  of  the  Inter-University 
Seminar  on  Armed  Forces  and  Society. 

There's  a  Difference.  Hazing  in  the 
United  States  goes  beyond  the  military. 
High  school  upperclassmen,  bands, 
professional  athletic  teams  and  adult 
and  collegiate  secret-letter  societies 
haze.  Today,  mainly  because  of  frater- 
nity hazing  deaths,  39  states  forbid 
hazing. 

Significantly,  most  experts  distin- 
guish military  hazing  from  fraternity 
hazing.  The  purpose  and  result  of  mili- 
tary hazing  -  keeping  troops  alive  -

doesn't  apply  to 
Greeks  bearing 
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doesn't  apply  to  Greeks  bearing  pad- 
dles. Although  the  first  scandals 
involving  hazing  in  U.S.  service  acade- 
mies began  over  a  century  ago,  the 
general  public  heard  little  about  hazing 
in  the  military  branches  until  1956. 

That  year  all  training  procedures 
went  under  a  microscope  following  the 
drowning  deaths  of  recruits  at  Parris 
Island.  Demands  that  military  hazing 
stop  escalated  in  the  late  1960s  after 
one  national  magazine  exposed  unusu- 
ally vigorous  artillery  OCS  hazing 
conducted  by  Vietnam  returnees. 

Today,  stories  about  hazing  in  the 
military  are  commonplace.  Three 
Marines  were  charged  with  miscella- 
neous offenses  in  1999  in  Okinawa, 
Japan,  after  an  initiation  allegedly  in- 
jured the  hand  of  a  Marine.  A  1998 
scandal  occurred  at  Fort  Knox,  Ky., 
after  a  Marine  recruit's  classmates  beat 
him  during  a  ritual-like  "love  session." 
Video  recordings  of  Marine  paratroop- 
ers involved  in  so-called  blood 
pinnings  filled  the  airwaves  a  few 
years  ago. 

Consequently,  dozens  of  hazers 
were  disciplined  in  military  justice 
courts  during  the  1990s  for  miscella- 
neous offenses.  Julian  Neiser,  a  former 
drill  instructor,  worked  at  Parris  Island 
and  saw  the  careers  of  honorable  men 
self-destruct.  "I've  seen  guys  who 
were  excellent  Marines,  combat  veter- 
ans, guys  who  were  extremely  quali- 
fied, do  something  stupid  to  a  recruit," 
says  Neiser.  "Before  they  knew  it,  their 
careers  were  ruined.  They  were  wear- 
ing orange  jumpsuits  and  picking  up 
trash  on  sides  of  the  roads." 

Hazing  Headlines.  What's  responsible 
for  today's  hazing  furor?  Joe  Jansen,  a 
former  Marine  sergeant,  points  to  in- 
stantaneous communication  on  the  In- 
ternet and  on  CNN.  In  particular,  wit- 
nesses to  hazings  use  video  cameras  to 
capture  secret  rituals  on  tape  and  give 
or  sell  them  to  media  producers  who 
can  count  on  a  quick  ratings  shot  in  the 
arm,  he  says. 

The  result  is  public  outrage.  "I  don't 
think  society  has  a  natural  aversion  to 
rites  of  passage  and  ritual,"  says 
Jansen.  "But  I  think  society  does  have 
an  aversion  to  senseless  brutality." 

Ironically,  some  hazing  activities 
continue  in  spite  of  American  press 
opposition.  Richard  Sigal,  a  New  Jer- 
sey sociologist  who  writes  about  haz- 
ing, says  press  scrutiny  fails  to  check 
all  but  the  most  severe  hazing,  driving 
it  underground  and  causing  officials  to 
give  lip  service  to  eliminating  it. 
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Shared  Misery.  Experts  suspect  it's 
not  the  actual  hazing  that  super-glues 
young  recruits  together  but  the  sharing 
of  experiences  that  try  their  souls  and 
give  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  if 
endured.  "Going  through  shared  mis- 
ery is  what  bonds  people,  not  hazing 
per  se,"  Moskos  says.  After  lights  go 
out  during  basic,  jokesters  usually  start 
a  running  banter.  They  good-naturedly 
make  fun  of  the  system  and  their  drill 
sergeants  who  tell  them  they  are  tear- 
ing them  down  to  put  them  back 
together.  Recruits  who  were  humiliated 
that  day  can  re-invent  their  experiences 
in  a  humorous  light  by  seeing  how 
things  looked  through  the  eyes  of  their 
fellow  soldiers.  Often  they  laugh  until 
the  tears  come,  says  Moskos,  then  hop 
to  their  tasks  the  next  morning  with 
new  resolve. 

Rite  of  Passage.  Maj.  John  Jansen,  a 
Marine  stationed  in  California,  says  a 
matter  of  degree  separates  activities 
that  constitute  an  acceptable  military 
rite  of  passage  and  unacceptable  be- 
havior that  rightfully  gets  perpetrators 
in  trouble  with  the  Uniform  Code  of 
Military  Justice. 

For  Jansen,  a  non-objectionable  and 
perhaps  necessary  rite  of  passage 
would  be  a  symbolic  gesture  to 
acknowledge  a  troop's  new  rank,  so 
long  as  that  might  involve  nothing 
more  than  a  non-hurtful,  symbolic 
blow.  For  example:  When  a  lance  cor- 
poral becomes  a  corporal  and  NCO,  his 
peers  and  sometimes  superiors  will 
punch  him  on  the  red  "blood"  stripe 
outside  his  dress  blues  trousers.  No 
nudity  is  involved  nor  any  suffering 
more  than  momentary  stinging  pain. 

In  contrast,  Jansen  sees  no  justifica- 
tion in  the  Marine  paratrooper  blood 
pinnings  that  have  been  shown  in  grue- 
some detail  on  television  and  Internet 
news  programs.  In  various  videotapes 
that  surfaced  between  1991  and  1997, 
Marines  were  shown  ramming  symbol- 
ic gold-wing  pins  into  the  chests  of 
those  who  had  fulfilled  a  10-jump  re- 
quirement. "That  was  so  wrong  it 
wasn't  funny,"  says  Jansen.  "The  guys 
looked  like  captives,  screaming, 
yelling  and  gnashing  their  teeth.  ... 
This  kind  of  hazing,  no  question,  is 
wrong  and  the  Marine  Corps  doesn't 
countenance  that  kind  of  behavior." 

Studies  Needed.  Consider  military 
rites  of  passage  that  cause  neither  in- 
juries nor  lasting  pain,  and  aren't  taken 
to  dangerous  extremes  by  sadists  or 
negligent  individuals.  At  least  one  ex- 


pert thinks  they  should  be  tolerated 
within  reason,  seeing  value  over  a  long 
period  of  time  in  the  tribal  initiations 
that  signify  and  shape  a  child's 
entrance  into  adulthood.  "You  can't 
have  a  rite  of  passage  without  some 
hazing,"  says  Moskos,  who  vigorously

condemns  hazing  taken  to  an  extreme. 
"A  zero  tolerance  for  hazing  is  coun- 
terproductive." 

Studies  in  sociology  and  psycholo- 
gy are  still  academic  infants  compared 
to  some  other  disciplines.  No  reputable 
scholar  has  spent  time  fully  studying 
the  pro-and-con  effects  of  rites  of  pas- 
sage in  a  military  setting,  although  sev- 
eral have  written  about  pollywog  cere- 
monies for  scholarly  journals  interested 
in  folklore. 

Studies  into  behavior  during  initia- 
tions that  have  been  done  are  old  and 
in  need  of  reassessment.  An  oft-cited 
1958  study,  financed  by  the  National 
Science  Foundation,  tried  to  assess  the 
effect  of  severity  of  initiation  on  per- 
sonal preference  for  a  group.  The  re- 
search, performed  by  Elliot  Aronson 
and  Judson  Mills  determined  that  a 


severe  initiation  did  make  individuals 
like  a  group  more. 

Certainly  Tom  Hohan,  now  a  New 
Orleans  businessman,  outright  rejects 
that  the  intense  physical  hazing  he  en- 
dured to  complete  OCS  training  in  the 
late  1960s  made  him  like  his  artillery 
outfit  more.  "I  hated  it,"  he  says. 

Nor  did  he  bond  with  his  fellow  re- 
cruits, all  of  whom  were  competing 
with  him  for  officer  slots.  "Out  of  the 
74  or  76  who  graduated,  I'd  be 
surprised  if  10  percent  would  differ 
from  me  about  hating  it." 

POW  Camp.  Drafted  out  of  a  Penn- 
sylvania steel  mill  in  1968,  Hohan 
joined  140  other  males  in  artillery  Offi- 
cer Candidate  School  at  Ft.  Sill,  Okla. 
A  mere  40  percent  graduated,  includ- 
ing Hohan,  one  of  only  two  non-col- 
lege men  to  do  so. 

Hazing  -  or  a  combination  of  haz- 
ing and  discipline  building  -  claimed 
the  rest,  says  Hohan,  who  since  has 
become  a  University  of  South  Carolina 
graduate.  "Hazing  during  OCS  was 
legendary  and  the  POW  camp  you  had 
to  experience,  if  caught  during  an  es- 
cape-and-evasion  exercise,  was  pure 
hell." 

Hohan  has  vivid  recollections  of  the 
two  years,  10  months  and  three  days  he 
spent  in  the  military.  He  recalls  salut- 
ing a  goldfish  and  waiting  for  it  to 
swim  around  and  face  him  before  he 
was  allowed  to  shower.  Mostly  he  re- 
calls a  torturous  prisoner-of-war  simu- 
lation that  seemed  more  real  to  him 
than  an  actual  exercise.  Hardened  vet- 
erans back  from  Vietnam  had  the  OCS 
candidates  lift  telephone  poles,  endure 
long  periods  in  stocks  and  maneuver 
through  mud  laced  with  traces  of  fecal 
material. 

All  that  would  make  Hohan  a  firm 
opponent  of  hazing  -  right? 

Wrong. 

"It  helped  me  survive,"  says  Hohan, 
who  says  the  hazing  gave  him  the  men- 
tal toughness  to  survive  in  Vietnam 
and  to  survive  punishing  deadlines  in 
the  real  world  after  his  mustering  out. 
Neiser,  now  working  in  Pittsburgh  and 
attending  law  school,  agrees  with  that 
assessment.  He  cautions  that  turning 
out  sloppy  soldiers  who  can't  be  count- 
ed on  in  wartime  is  no  solution  to  the 
hazing  problem. 

Every  day,  as  Neiser  exited  through 
the  rear  hatch  of  the  school  at  Parris 
Island  he  reread  a  sign  that  bore  into 
his  very  core.  "Let  no  man's  ghost  say, 
'If  only  your  training  program  had 
done  its  job.'"  □

TO  SUGGEST  the  United 
States  owes  even  one  cent 
to  the  United  Nations  is  a 
statement  without  merit. 
In  fact,  the  fictional  "debt"  is  less 
about  a  lack  of  taxpayers'  dollars

reimbursed  our  treasury,  it 
leaves  $3.5  billion  in  taxes  taken  from  hard-working 
Americans,  which  the  United  Nations  still  has  not  repaid. 

We  have  no  contractual  or  moral  obligation  to  give  any 
more  money  to  the  bloated  United  Nations.  Even  if  we  could 
dismiss  both  common  sense  and  the  U.S.  Constitution,  we 
simply  do  not  have  the  cash  to  give  them.  Our  budget  is  not 
really  in  balance,  Social  Security  is  still  teetering  on  bank- 
ruptcy, Congress  has  been  discussing  sleight-of-hand 
changes  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  so  we  can  pay  out 
fewer  benefits  to  our  veterans  and  senior  citizens  and  all 
Americans  are  paying  more  every  year  in  taxes. 

The  United  Nations  has  evolved  into  a  great  anti- 
American,  anti-capitalism,  anti-free  market  forum  for  the 
disenfranchised  socialists  of  the  world.  The  last  thing  we 
need  to  do  is  send  money  for  the  United  Nations  to  use  to 
further  lobby  against  American  values,  or  send  our  soldiers 
into  another  ridiculous  U.N.  mission  that  only  costs  lives 
and  solves  nothing.

economic  activity  in  the  United  States. 
One  area  of  Republican  attack  has  been  the  effort  to 
repay  America's  almost  $1  billion  debt  to  the  United 
Nations.  By  imposing  reform  requirements  virtually 
impossible  for  the  United  Nations  to  meet  and  then 
conditioning  assistance  on  cutbacks  in  U.S.  international 
family  planning  assistance,  the  Republican  leadership  has 
used  every  tool  possible  to  stop  America  from  living  up  to 
our  obligations  to  the  world  body. 

As  co-chair  of  the  congressional  U.N.  Working  Group,  I 
have  helped  lead  the  effort  to  repay  our  obligations.  I  wrote 
several  letters  to  colleagues  in  the  House  opposing  efforts 
to  cut  a  down  payment 
on  the  money  we  owe  to 
the  United  Nations  and 
distributed  a  letter  signed 
by  all  living  Secretaries 
of  State,  from  Democrat- 
ic and  Republican 
administrations,  calling 
for  arrears  repayment.

Another  Amnesty 

|F  PRESIDENT  CLINTON  can 
•propose  a  blanket  amnesty  for 
■240,000  illegal  Central  American 
refugees,  based  on  their  hardships  in 
fleeing  the  impact  of  Hurricane  Mitch, 
can  an  amnesty  for  tens  of  thousands 
of  ethnic  Albanians  coming  to  the 
United  States  be  far  behind?  Dan  Stein 
of  the  Federation  for  American 
Immigration  Reform  says  the  United 
States  has  made  a  big  mistake  by 
failing  to  shelter  all  of  those  refugees 
in  Europe.  He  says  Yugoslav  strong- 
man Slobodan  Milosevic  is  following 
the  lead  of  Cuban  dictator  Fidel 
Castro,  who  learned  "that  he  could 
solidify  his  power  base  by  continually 
exporting  his  dissidents." 

Regarding  the  Hurricane  Mitch 
refugees,  Joan  H.  Hueter  of  the  Amer- 
ican Council  for  Immigration  Reform 
says  they  should  be  returned  home 
and  that  we  should  help  their  coun- 
tries of  origin  with  economic  assis- 
tance and  trade.  "There  are  an  esti- 
mated 5  million  illegal  aliens  living  in 
the  United  States  who  could  eventual- 


ly demand  'amnesty,'  "  she  says. 
"When  will  this  stop?" 

Big  Government 

ANOTHER  BATTLE  over  the 
federal  budget  is  under  way,  and 
the  winner  is  bigger  govern- 
ment. George  A.  Pieler,  a  former 
tax  and  legal  adviser  to  Robert 
Dole,  says  many  Republicans  have 
largely  given  up  the  fight  for 
limited  government  and  lower  taxes 
because  of  the  growing  budget 
surplus  (projected  by  the  president 
at  $1 17  billion  in  fiscal  year  2000). 
Back  in  1995,  the  GOP-controlled 
Congress  talked  about  eliminating 
the  Departments  of  Energy,  Com- 
merce and  Education,  as  well  as  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 
However,  their  latest  proposal 
doesn't  call  for  eliminating  one 
federal  agency. 

Pieler  also  warns  that  the  war  and 
refugee  crisis  in  Yugoslavia  will 
siphon  more  "emergency  spending" 
that  will  eat  away  at  the  surplus. 
Still,  Pieler  says,  disagreements  over 


higher  taxes  ($60-$80  billion  in  Clin- 
ton's proposed  budget)  and  tax  relief 
will  intensify  the  budget  battle.

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House  Criticizes  VA  Research 

THE  DEPARTMENT  of  Veterans  Affairs  needs  to  do  a 
better  job  of  protecting  veterans  who  participate  in  V  A 
research  programs.  That's  according  to  two  House  subcom- 
mittee chairmen,  after  hearing  three  hours  of  testimony  on 
abuses  at  two  Los  Angeles  VA  medical  facilities  -  includ- 
ing research  being  conducted  without  veterans'  consent. 

The  joint  hearing  was  held  in  late  April  to  review  the 
suspension  of  more  than  a  thousand  research  projects  at  the 
two  medical  facilities,  and  to  see  if  similar  problems  exist 
elsewhere.  Chairmen  Terry  Everett,  R-Ala.,  of  the  Subcom- 
mittee on  Oversight  and  Investigations,  and  Cliff  Stearns, 
R-Fla.,  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Health,  were  both  dissatis- 
fied with  the  explanations  of  VA  officials.  Everett  has 
called  for  independent  audits  of  other  VA  research  facili- 
ties, with  a  report  due  this  fall. 

"Now,  speaking  for  myself,  I  would  like  to  see  VA  med- 
ical research  bounce  back  strong  and  vital  from  this," 
Everett  says.  "But  I  can  promise  that  if  I  ever  hear  again  of 
medical  research  without  a  veteran's  consent  at  a  VA  facili-

ty,  I  will  do  my  level  best  to  put  that  facility  out  of  the 
research  business  permanently." 


Legion  Assists  Tornado  Victims 

THE  AMERICAN  LEGION  National  Emergency  Fund  is  helping 
Oklahomans  recover  following  devastating  May  tornadoes. 

"The  NEF  grants  provide  the  fastest  possible  means  to  get  money 
directly  to  people  in  need,"  says  Jerry  Askins,  Oklahoma  Department 
Adjutant.  "These  people  need  a  place  to  live  and  money  in  their 
hands.  Other  organizations  like  the  Red  Cross  provide  assistance  but 
that  takes  longer." 

Program  coordinator  Michele  Steinmetz  says  it  takes  three  to  four 
days  for  an  application  to  be  approved,  and  a  check  to  be  sent  out. 
She  says  the  first  three  $  1 ,500  Oklahoma  grants  were  sent  May  18. 
By  then.  The  Legion  had  received  400  applications  from  Oklahoma 
and  25  from  Kansas,. 

Askins  describes  Oklahoma  following  the  tornadoes  as  a  "war 
zone  the  likes  of  which  I  never  saw  during  my  two  years  in  Vietnam. 

"Moore  was  the  largest  location  that  was  torn  up.  Two  cities. 
Bridge  Creek  and  Mulhall,  were  destroyed.  Forty-four  people  died 
in  the  disaster." 

American  Legion  Post  100  in  Mulhall  was  wiped  out.  "It  was  so 
old  that  it  was  about  to  get  historic  service  recognition,"  Askins  said. 
"Now  it's  nothing  but  concrete  blocks." 

Legion,  Auxiliary  and  Sons  of  The  American  Legion  members 
are  eligible  to  receive  NEF  grants  of  up  to  $  1 ,500  for  repair  or 
cleanup  of  homes  and  replacement  of  lost  items  . 

In  1998,  487  American  Legion  members  and  15  Posts  received 
more  than  $376,000  in  disaster  relief  funds.  Since  1992,  the  NEF 
has  paid  $2.8  million  in  grants. 

At  the  1999  National  Executive  Committee  meeting  in  Indi- 
anapolis, seven  states  contributed  more  than  $65,000  to  the  fund. 
Missouri  topped  the  list  with  a  $43,360  donation.  Others  were 
Illinois,  $10,000;  Connecticut,  $5,950;  Florida  Post  64  and  Utah, 
$2,000  each;  Arizona  Post  and  Auxilary  Unit  29,  $1,100;  and 
Oregon,  $807. 


Legion  Redresses 
Tobacco  Issues 

THE  AMERICAN  LEGION  continues  to 
work  with  Congress  to  reverse  the  effects  of 
Public  Law  105-178,  which  denied  veterans 
eligibility  for  benefits  resulting  from  injury  or 
disease  attributable  to  the  use  of  tobacco 
products  during  military  service. 

One  bill,  introduced  by  Sen.  Olympia 
Snowe,  R-Maine,  is  still  in  need  of  co-spon- 
sors. A  companion  measure  in  the  House, 
H.R.  832,  introduced  by  Rep.  Barney  Frank, 
D-Mass.,  currently  has  57  co-sponsors. 

"In  many  cases  the  military  introduced 
young  servicemen  to  tobacco  products  and 
this  endorsed  culture  of  smoking  explains 
why  so  many  soldiers  got  hooked  on  smok- 
ing," Frank  says.  "I  believe  our  veterans  who 
dedicated  themselves  to  protecting  all  of  us 
are  entitled  to  have  these  benefits  restored." 

Members  of  The  American  Legion  family 
are  urged  to  contact  their  House  members 
about  this.  Ask  them  to  contact  the  Senate 
Veterans'  Affairs  Committee  and  inquire 
when  that  panel  will  have  a  hearing  on  the 
problems  of  veterans  with  tobacco-related  ill- 
nesses being  denied  VA  benefits.
